E..gland, before sailing for Canada, 
gave to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent the following statement of his views 
on President Roosevelt and the trusts: 
“The campaign against the 
which President Roosevelt has under- 
taken is a herculean task. Trust ram- 
ifications are so manifold, their meth- 
ods s0 unscrupulous, and the means at 
their disposal and their corrupting pow- 
er sO great, that their overthrow would 
be something in the nature of a miracle. 
“If, however, the President succeeds 
in enlisting public support, and if he 
means business and is not merely pro- 
fessing to break the trusts as a move in 
the great political game which will be 
played to a finish next year, then for 4 
time he may succeed. but only for & 
time. Foiled in one direction, they will 
reappear in some other, and perhaps in 
a fresh guise. The modern trust is to 
our day what the great land barons 
were to the people of bygone ages. They 
are @ menace to the liberties, social and 
political, of a people, and a curb upon 
progress. They have no thought be- 
yond thelr own selfish interests. 
“President Roosevelt will probably 
find, if he means business, that it is @ 
waste of time and money to attempt to 
pare the claws of a tiger or extract the 
fang of & cobra, when the beast or reP- 
tile could more easily be killed. WY 
should not Roosevelt fight the trusts 
with @ more powerful trust?

In practice it is collected 
as a tax, not only on sewing thread but by scores 
of trusts on hundreds of other articles. The price 
of living is increased 25 per cent. Finally it is to 
be doubled on everything as on sewing thread. 

While organized trusts and organized labor 
contend with each other, sometimes fiercely, in 
the division of the loot, while organized labor, 
after being threatened with police club and mi- 
litia, gets nothing except what it can extort, the 
workers of the country who are not combining 
to take advantage are being oppressed and plun- 
dered—to make more plutocrats. Under these; 
conditions those who establish the trusts in a} 
monopoly of the American market fine a few of 
them occasionally as monopolists. The answer 
is then an increase in trust prices, which 
amounts to a fine of millions against the Amer- 
ican people, And that is logic. But the results 
after the last straw will be also logic. 
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Federal courts may interfere with State laws 
regulating railway fare, but they cannot change 
public sentiment. The railroads cannot afford to 
go up against that.

BROWNRIGG WAS 


WITH HAUGHTON 


Attorney Admits Asking James 
Berry to Go Into Alley Where 
He Was Shot.

Attorney Richard T. Brownrigg of the 
law firm of Brownrigg, O’Brien & Ma- 
son, with offices in the Missouri Trust 
Building, was arrested Monday by De- 
tective Darby O’Brien as the mysterious 
witness to the shooting of James Berry, 
an automobile man, by former Justice 
of the Peace Richard B. Haughton three 
weeks ago. 

Brownrigg admitted that he was the 
man who visited Berry and made ar- 
rangements for the meeting with 
Haughton in an alley between Delmar 
and Washington boulevards, near Van- 
deventer avenue. 

Detective O’Brien conducted Brown- 
rigg to Circuit Attorney Sager’s office 
for an interview. The detective was 
startled when Sager remarked: 

“I knew all the time that Brownrigg 
was with Haughton when he shot Ler- 
ry. He came in the next day and told 
me.’’ 

For three weeks the Detective De- 
partment has been trying to ferret out 
the mystery, and there was much 
chagrin in the department when it be- 
came known that the Circuit Attorney 
was in possession of the information 
they had been trying so hard to get. 
Denies Knowing Haughton’s Purpose. 

Brownrigg said that he did not know 

What purpose Haughton had in mind 
when he seht him as an emissary to 
see Berry and make arrangements for 
him to visit the alley, ostensibly to look. 
“t an automobile that needed repairs. 
Eiger said that he wanted to use Brown- 
rigg as a witness, and he was released 
on $1000 bond. 
Berry, who nas recovered from. his in- 
juries, after the City Hospital physicians 
thought he was going to die and an 
undertaker had come tin from the 
country to get his body, went with De- 
tective O’Brien to Brownrige’s office 
Monday and identified the lawyer. They 
were accompanied also by Fred Bachof- 
ner, coachman for Dr. Sutter, who wit- 
nessed the shooting from a stable in the 
rear of 3617 Delmar boulevard. 

Sager told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Brownrigg informed him that he 
was the witness to: the shooting. 

“I made no effort to conceal my iden- 
tity,’’ said Brownrigg to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘‘When I heard the next 
day that detectives were looking for 
me I went to Sager’s office and made a 
statement to him. Sager was busy 
with the Williams trial, and says he 
forgot to mention it to the detectives. 

[I am an intimate friend of Haufh- 
ton, and did not know he had a pistol 
when I arranged the meeting. I was 
trying to serve as peacemaker between 
the men. Haughton and I were walk- 
ing north on Spring avenue, and I 
stopped and telephoned to Berry. He 
came up in a few minutes and we 
stepped into the alley. Then Haughton 
came, and he and Berry had some 
words. 

“I thought they were preparing to 
draw their weapons, and I told them 
there was no necessity for that. After 
some further argument, and Berry’s re- 
fusal to sign the apology, Haughton 
struck Berry over the head with a whip. 
The fight followed anda the shots were 
fired. I did not want to be mixed up 
in a shooting affair, and got away.”
